NEW YORK, Jan. 18.— Is Wil­ 
liam Ellis Corey still listening to 
the “Mockingbird?” 
Corey, who made his millions in 
steel under the wing of the late 
Andrew 
Carnegie, is winding up 
ail his affairs here preparatory to 
taking 
up 
permanent 
residence 
abroad, and friends see In this a 
belated 
intention* of meeting the 
wishes of Mabelle 
Gilman, 
once 
star of ‘‘The Mockingbird,” who 
divorced him in Paris recently. It 
was said at the time that Corey's 
refusal to live abroad with his wife, 
who does not care to live in the 
United States, was the cause of the 
divorce. With this cause of rupture 
swept away, a remarriage looms in 
his mind ’tis said. 
But when he reaches Paris 
he 
may find Mabelle’s heart as cold 
toward him as the steel he is de­ 
serting to go to her. A few days 
ago a Paris dispatch said that the 
former Mrs. Gilmanis expected to 
marry the Italian Count Francesco 
d’Ordea. 
Mr. Corey is not yet 58 years 
old. He was born 
in 
Braddock, 
Pa., and was making $40 a week 
in his uncle’s tipple there when he 
married 17-year-old Mary Cook in 
1883. With his wife’s aid, Corey 
had become a power in the finance 
and industry of his country and 
head of United States Steel, one of 
its biggest corporations, when, In 
1903 he met Mabelle Gilman, a 
member of “The Mocking 
Bird” 
company playing then in Pittsburg. 
Two years later Mrs. Corey was 
tearfully telling „the Court at Re­ 
no that she was unable to induce 
Corey to return to his family. She 
got her divorce with a settlement 
reported to have been in the mil­ 
lions. 
It was then that Corey resigned 
as head of the steel corporation.

At 1:29 on the morning of May 
14, 1907, he and Miss Gilman were 
married at the 
Hotel Gotham by 
a minister who subsequently 
re­ 
turned the bridegroom’s check, say­ 
ing he was convinced he had done 
, wrong in 
performing the service. 
Bishop Burgess of Long Island and 
Mgr. Lavelle of St. Patrick’s Ca­ 
thedral (Corey was an 
Episcopal­ 
ian and Miss Gilman a 
Catholic) 
already had refused to marry them 
and there had been a public out­ 
cry. The Coreys sailed at omce for 
France, where Corey bought 
the 


Crateur Ville-genisse for his bride. 
Subsequently there was 
heard 
from the pulpits of New York de­ 
nunciation of the extravagance as 
Corey’s wife of the San Francisco 
girl who hid begun humbly on the 
stage and had become a 
musical 
comedy star at the time of 
her 
marriage. She spent something like 
a hundred thousand dollars for a 
fur coat, the sables* being the choic­ 
est that the world afforded, and 
amazed event blase Paris with her 
lavish entertaining.

Ford Purchases Red 
School House Where 
He Spent His Youth

DETROIT, Jan. 18.— The 
little 
red school house where Henry Ford 
half a century ago picked up the 
limited “book learning’” that his 
youth yielded him haB been pur­ 
chased by the Detroit manufacturer, 
it was learned today. 
The school house, typical of hun­ 
dreds of others fifty years 
ago, 
with sharp sloping roof, bell cu­ 
pola in front and short steps lead­ 
ing to the door that is set primly 
in front, has not been used for 
two years. The windows are brok­ 
en and the bell that used to peal 
its summons to “Ford's oldest bey 
Hank” is crusted with rust. It was 
not explained what Ford plans to 
do with the school house which 
is on Western avenue a few miles 
out of Detroit and two miles from 
the farm on which Ford lived in 
his youth.

Hands of Firing Squad for 
Murder of Wife. 


DECLARES INNOCENCE 


Doomed Man Tells Newspa­ 
pers Men of Man he 
Suspect as Slayer. 


(Bf the Associated Presa) 
SALT LAKE CITY, Jan. 
18.— 
Omer R. Woods, convicted of wife 
murder, was executed by a firing 
squad 
at 
the 
Utah state 
prison 
here at 8:17 o’clock this morning. 
He met death calmly and protested 
his innocence to the end. 
The killing of Mrs. Woods occur­ 
red in an apartm ent house here 
January 9, 1922. 
The 
execution 
followed 
after 
Woods lost a two year fight for 
Beedom and a commutation of the 
sentence. The fight which has been 
carried to the supreme court and 
governor of the state and in which 
congressmen and other government 
officials in various parts of the 
country joined in a plea for clem 
ency. was one of the hardest on 
record in this state. 
Every known means of staying 
the execution was 
employed 
by 
Woods and his lawyers, but 
it 
availed 
nothing. 
Woods 
alleged

flowers that may 
have 
bloomed 
millions of years ago have been 
discovered in the petrified forest 
of the Southern Black 
Hills 
in 
South Dakota, according to D. C. 
Davies, director of the Field Mu­ 
seum of Natural History. The age 
of the formation In which they are 
fopnd, as estimated on the basis of 
active disintegration, exceeds a hun­ 
dred million years. 
One of these flowers has been re­ 
constructed here in the museum in 
cooperation with their discoverer, 
Professor Wieland of Yale, an au­ 
thority on these plants. 
“ These flowers belong to an ex­ 
tinct 
group 
of 
'non-flowering’ 
plants, an apparent contradiction in 
terms,” said Mr. 
Davies. 
“Their 
nearest living relation are the so­ 
called sago-palms, thd plants that 
furnish the ‘palm leaves’ used by 
florists. The sago-palms or Cycads 
are flowerless plants in the same 
sense as pine trees are flowerless. 
Their extinct relatives, 
however, 
bore perfect flowers in great num­ 
ber, large, 
very 
elaborate 
and 
strikingly unlike any other flowers 
known. So abundant were 
these 
plants in their time that the era 
when they flourished is called the 
Age Cycads.

first. 

Trade union­ 
ism is another form of co-operation, a grouping together of 
small weak units in order to bargain on an equal footing with 
large and powerful ones. 
The co-operative associations of the farmers, ^ome for 
production^ some for marketing, some for purchasing, are 
the most important co-operative manifestations now on foot. 
There is little doubt that the final solution of the agricultur­ 
al problem in this country, a problem concerning which a 
good deal is heard lately, will come through co-operation.—

Francisco from Manila last summer 
on the United States transport Mer­ 
ritt and were admitted 
to 
this 
country by special dispensation of 
the government^ Many of them have 
taken out their first papers for 
American citisenship, and it is re­ 
ported that all are employed. 
The majority of these 
people 
have gone into factories, according 
to the editor of Russian Life, a lo­ 
cal weekly. These include several 
who were generals In the army un­ 
der the czar and a number of ex­ 
colonels and lesser officers. Among 
the factory hands also are engin­ 
eers, mechanics and 
other 
men 
with a high degree of 
technical 
training who were handicapped in 
their trades by not knowing the 
English language and 
thus 
have 
taken unskilled employment pend­ 
ing better opportunities. 
“Yet they all seem contented to 
be here and worn humbly,”

Russian journalist said. “This seems 
a paradise compared with what the) 
have been through. The last year 
or so of -their life in Siberia was 
a terror of dodging bullets and hid­ 
ing from enemies. Then came their 
long wandering in Admiral Stark’s 
fleet of homeless Russians. They 
were driven from part to poit— 
Japan, China, Manila—until finally 
a charitable 
govern men t received 
them here and they were free.’”
